Report From the Legislature 


Continuing Mr, Everett's 
speech in the Budget debate, 

“In view of present 
trends im both the revenue 
and expenditures projec- 
tlons of the Province it al- 
ready appears certain that in 
preparing the budget for the 
fiseal year 1969-'70 very 
serious consideration must 
be given to introducing one 
or more substantial new 
forms of taxation mainly to 
provide additional funds for 
the ever-growing magnitude 
of our Investment in serv- 
ices and facilities tn the 
fiokis of education and 
health, 

“This hints at a sales 
tax, It doesn’t actually say 
so, but reading between the 
lines this ts what | fore- 
east for next year, As far 
as sales tax is concerned, 
Mr, Speaker, let me now 
volce my opinion on this 
type of tax, | wouldn't ob 
ject to a sales tax if it 
were to replace a portion 
of the property tax, Rt is 
my firm ‘ellef that we as 
province do not get enough 
benefits from our tourists, 
Other provinces have sales 
tax ranging from 4 to 8 
per cent, This must bring 
them in millions of dollars 
from tourists alone, | per- 
sonally question whether Al- 
berta has any extra appeal 
to tourists just because it 
is sales tax free, Then again 
other provinces have ahigh- 
er gasoline tax which brings 
them considerable revenue 
from the tourists entering 
thelr provinces, 

“tt ts my contention that 
we should collect a little 
more from our tourists In- 
stead of asking our own 
residents for so much, How. 
ever, | would have to oppose 
a sales tax (f it didn’t mean 
a sutwtantial reduction in 
property taxes,

Your District Home 
Economist

Last time, we talked about 
the selection of your Easter 
outfit, This week, let's ac- 
cessorize it, 

Basic accessories should 
be kept to aminimum, Shoes 
and purse usually are the 
same color, It ts wise to 
select one or two basic col- 
ors for shoes and purse - 
navy, black, brown or beige 
(for summer, 

Your shoes should be the 
darkest color in your en- 
semble - It give a “‘foun- 
dation” for the remainder, 
Remember that white or 
very light shoes make your 
feet appear larger, 

Add accent colors fn 
scarves (there are dozens 
of tnteresting ways to wear 
them), jewelry, hat, belt, 

Use contrasting colors or 
textures in not more than 
three places on one cos- 
tume, For example, a navy 
dress accented with white 
shoes, purse, hat, gloves 
and necklace looks “spotty®, 
Navy shoes and purse would 
be a better choice, and per- 
haps a pink hat, A pattern- 
ed or textured dress needs 
a plain accessory, 

Jewelry is used to enhance 
the outfit, Pearls are att- 
ractive with most outfits, 
and rhinestones are never 
worn in the daytime, Try 
to mix and match pieces of 
jewelry carefully - a wooden 
bracelet with shiny earrings 
would look ridiculous, If you 
have a set with earrings, 
necklace, brooch and brace- 
let, wear not more than two 
pleces at a time to avold 
the ‘‘boxed"’ look, 

Gloves should always be 
worn when you wear a hat, 
ami they give a completed 
look to any ensemble, Per- 
sonally, | feel the neutrals - 
black, white, navy, beige go 
with and ensemble, | don’t 
care for the colored fabric 


gloves - especially some of 
the florescent pink, gaudy 
green, and putrid purples 
you see in the stores, 

Hats suggest the type of 
costume - dressy hats 
should be worn with dressy 
ensemble and shoes, Casual 
hats the same, When selec- 
ting a hat, look in a full 
length mirror to get the total 
effect, Sometimes the shoul- 
ders-up view looks great, 
but the top to toe view is 
quite funny, 

A small woman should se-
